LANSING IAP* — A Senate-

recom m ended lim ited state aid

schools, a proposal th at could 
touch off the hottest legislative 
fight of the year. 
The com m ittee 
released 
its 
recom m endation at a news con­ 
ference today 
One m em ber es­ 
tim ated it would cost about $25 
m illion per year. 
T he recom m endation provides 
that 
in term ed iate 
school 
dis­ 
tricts seek 
co n tractu al 
agree­ 
m ents 
with 
nonpublic 
schools 
for instruction of secular sub­ 
je cts and other services includ­ 
ing guidance and counselling. 
Fay Teachers 
T he in term ed iate school dis­ 
tric ts would pay the m oney di­ 
rectly to the teach ers and guid­ 
ance counselors. However, the 
teach ers would not be consider­ 
ed em ployes of the school dis­ 
tric t and would never receive 
all w ages from the state. 
TJncier the proposal, nonpub­ 
lic schools would receive 50 per 
cent of the am ount aw arded to 
pubiic schools in the sam e dis­ 
tricts. 
Public schools 
a re 
aw arded 
state aid according to the num ­ 
b e r of students enrolled. It v a r­ 
ies from a high of S499.75 per 
pupil to a low of $326.75, less 
any m illage deductions. 
Drafting Bill 
C ertain schools in inner cities, 
how ever, would receiv e the full 
am o u n t aw arded 
to p u b l i c 
schools, the com m ittee said. 
A bill im plem enting the com ­ 
m itte e 's recom m endation is be­ 
ing drafted and is expected to be 
introduced in th e House Tit R ep­ 
resen tativ es this y e a r. 
T he L egislature defeated 
all 
p aro ch ial proposals last year. 
P arochial and p riv a te schools 
a lre a d y receive 
lim ited 
assist­ 
ance from the state for auxiliary 
se n d e e s such as tran sp o rtatio n 
and scholarship g ran ts. 


T he proposed funds could not 
be used for 
any 
religious 
in­ 
struction, and the S tate B oard 
of E ducation would be required 
to annually test students to see 
that “ instruction 
purchased 
is 
having the adequate secu lar ef­ 
fect.” 
Audits Required 
A udits of the nonpublic schools 
also would be required . 
The com m ittee said it reached 
its decision p artly because non­ 
public school system s have “ a 
good nubile effect on ed u catio n .” 
In addition, the com m ittee sa d, 
it costs about $30 m illion each 
y e a r to teach students who have 
dropped out of nonpublic schools 
and enrolled in public schools. 
T he cost is expected to in­ 
crease as m ore students enroll 
in public schools, the com m ittee 
said. 
Spokesm en for C atholic schools 
have w arned th a t financial con­ 
ditions would force som e of them 
to close th eir doors unless they 
receive assistance. 
C hurch Council Opposed 
M eanw hile, the D etroit Coun­ 
cil of C hurches adopted a reso­ 
lution against any plan to give 
aid to nonpublic schools. 
“ If 
public 
funds 
a re m ad e 
m ore available, o ther groups are 
alm ost certain to 
set u p th eir 
own private school sy ste m ,” the 
resolution said, 
resulting 
in a 
dim inishing quality of education 
for everyone. 
T he joint com m ittee voted 6-2 
to recom m end to the L eg islatu re 
th at the plan be adopted. 
The com m ittee 
w as 
form ed 
la st y e a r after a hassle d ev el­ 
oped over bills designed to give 
aid to nonpublic schools. All the 
bills died in com m ittee. 
Lt. Gov. W illiam M illiken ex­ 
pressed sym pathy for the finan­ 
cial plight of nonpublic schools 
in his State-of-the-State address. 
He is generally considered to be 
in favor of giving sta te funds to 
nonpublic schools. 


Soviets Link 
Space Ships; 
Transfer Two 


MOSCOW (Al*) 
Two Soviet cosmonauts trans­ 
ferred from one orbiting spaceship to another today, 
scoring a dramatic first for the Soviet space program. 
Tass said tile two space shins separated after be­ 
ing locked together for I hours, :»5 minutes. 
There was no immediate word of tho remainder of 
the flight program. 
The two space ships, Soyuz I and Soyuz 5, had 
linked up in orbit shortly before cosmonauts Yevgeny 
Khrunov and Alexei Yeliseyev made the transfer. 
The official news agency 
Tass said they moved 
from Soy us 5 to join Vladimir Shatalov in Soy us I, 
leaving Boris Volynov alone in Soy us 5. 
Radio Moscow said the two cosmonauts were out­ 
side the linked-up ships ‘‘about an hour.”

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About Paying For It 


With new administrations in government at 
Hie county, state and national level, thought in­ 
evitably turns to taxes. All reform tunis even­ 
tually upon finances: taxes pay for it. 
In Michigan we now have a state income tax 
In addition to the federal income tax and an in­ 
creasing number of large cities downstate have 
municipal income taxes. There aren’t any in the 
Upper Peninsula yet. but they’re a possibility as 
the pinch for taxes tightens. (It never gets less 
only more.) 
Mayor Jerome Cavanagh has told Detroit 
that a city property tax increase there is likely 
this year. Proposed is a 2.73 mills boost. Tt would 
add $27.30 to the tax bill on a house assessed for 
taxes at $10,000 (valued at $20,000.)

Governor Milliken announced in his inaug­ 
ural message that the problem of Michigan’s big 
cities would have top priority consideration from 
his administration. One of the basic problems of 
the big cities is taxes. They are losing their tax 
bases as industry, business and residents flee 
them, leaving the core cities with big problems 
and without the tax means of coping with them. 
This same movement is underway in Upper 
Peninsula cities which find it easier and less 
costly to abandon blighted downtown areas and 
to move to the outskirts or suburbs and create 
shopping centers and residential developments. 
The core cities are left with the big tax burdens 
and with diminishing business base to pay taxes.

The property tax problem has l>een subject 
of innumerable studies. One of the recent ones 
was by the National Commission on Urban Prob­ 
lems. headed bv former Senator Paul Douglas 
of Illinois. It reported that land values in the 
I idled States had doubled during the IO years 
from 19.76 to 1966. It also found — surprisingly 
— that there still is lots of vacant land left in 
the nation’s big cities. 
In leapfrogging out of the big cities into 
tlie suburbs, then, business and residential de­ 
velopers are not being forced to do so for lack 
of available land within the big cities. They’re 
choosing to do it because it is cheaper and prom­ 
ises them largei profits for development. 
it

One of the key recommendations of Doug­ 
las’ com J Hee to correct this problem is to in­ 
crease tile tax on real estate in order to levy 
on tlie increasing land values shown in the study. 
While doing this, however, the committee recom­ 
mends that the taxes on improvements on the 
land be decreased. 
This is not a new suggestion. It has been 
made often, but without result. The problem is 
that the assessor does not really separate the 
value ot the land and tile va 
* of the house or 
factory or whatever other development there is 
on the land. Gut lumps them in a total valuation, 
no m atter how he arrives at the total.

Tn this way, the committee suggests, unde­ 
veloped property — for example a homesite 
without a house on it — isn’t assessed as much 
as developed properly, although it has i>een 
strongly affected by the doubling in land values 
between 1976 and ’66. Owners are permitted to 
keep it in an undeveloped state and wait for ap­ 
preciation to make it more valuable and to re­ 
turn them a larger profit on their investment. 
This helps push development into the sub­ 
urbs even when there’s space for development 
within the cits limits, where it is most needed 
for tax base and where it can be provided with 
municipal services at least cost and most ef­ 
ficiency.

In Michigan property D taxed on an ad valor­ 
em (according to value) basis. Under the Mich­ 
igan constitution one half the cash value of 
property is the legal assessed valuation. 
If Michigan were to assess land separately 
from any improvements upon it in a way to re­ 
flect its soaring value there would In* a vigor­ 
ous new influence in real estate business. Down 
would come the prices on undeveloped property 
to dispose of it to persons w illing to improve H 
immediately. The tax “penalty” for city resi­ 
dence then would be reduced somewhat (or not. 
increased so inexorably) by greater sharing of 
Die tax burden and the cities could compete la t­ 
ter with the suburbs for development. 
Such a reform wouldn’t be easy or simple 
or it would have been effected years ago. There 
would be powerful opposition to it from private 
interests and probably no coordination of pub­ 
lic forces to effect it.
